dram at Portland, Maine, Tuesday 
night in pretence of a Iwge and enthn- 
•iattie audience. The speech was most- 
ly devoted to State politics. Mr. BUine 
eulogized the Republican party as fol- 
lows:

The Atchison 
is already provided for, owing to th* 
kindly intervention of Gould and Hnnt- 
ington, some months since, when they 
secured the controlling interest in the 
St. Louis and San Francisco. The only 
parties then who would stand in the 
way of the old Pacific syndicate, who 
have held suck a strong monopoly for

Vesuvius 
baa sent its ashes as far as Conrtanti 
nopl*. Syria and Egypt; it hurled stones 
eight pound* in weight to Pompeii, a 
distance of sii miles, while simila 
masses were tossed up 2,000 feot above 
the summit.
